Eight Hours’ Convention 

According to the “Daily Herald”

A CORPORAL’S SILENCE

-The, trial by a General 
Martial of Major G. M, H. Ogilvy, 
of the 2nd Battn. King’s Own 
Seottish Borderers,’ in the Officers’ 
Mess at Murray Barracks, was car- 
ried, ove stage further this morning. 
Private James Ferguson, called by. 
the prosecution, said that from July, 
to November, 1928, he performed 
extra duties as battalion boatman. 
For that he was to receive $5 extra 
a month, but he. was not paid re- 
gularly. The first.payment he re- 
ceived was in September, although 
he had asked Cpl. Hendry (who was 
ore time clerk to the P.R.E, and 
who is now doing a sentence of 80 
days for embezzlement of money 
belonging to the Regimental In- 
stitute) almost every day for it. 


He had been put off cach time he; 


asked for payment, Col. Hendry 
making excuses and saying that the 
cheyue had not been signed- and that 
the tapnoy had not come in from 
the Liliiard room. 


When. he’ received the first pay- 
ment in September there were two 
months’ pay due him, Later in the 
sume month,. he received another 
puyment of $3. He had given a 
receipt. for only one payment, In 
October, he received another pay- 
ment of $3 and a similar sum in 
November. 

The balance’ due him. was even- 
tually paid on May 17.°this -vear 
when he received $4 from a ser- 
geant. , 

Witness had not -mentioned this 
matter to Major Ogilvy because he 
could not get a non-commissioned 
officer to tuke him before the 
accused, - 

The Judge Advocate; Why ‘did 
‘you not get an N.C.O, then?—I did 
tell Cpl. Hendry that I would see 
Major Ogilvy myself, but I had 
never done so, because [ had always 
thought that I would yet paid inside 
another two days. 

Witness added that he had spoken 
lo Capt. Reid, the officer in charge 
of the boats, about it. In May this 
year, he was told by Major Ogilvy 
to report to the P.R.I. He did so 
and received the $4 from Major 
Lake. 

Waiting a “Habit” 

Cross-examined: by Major Miles, 
“friend” of the accused, witness 
said that that was the first time he 
had been acting as boatman. He 
was selected for the post by a non- 
commissioned officer, He was told 
by the man whom he relieved that 
he would get $5 a month for the 
job. His name had never appear- 
ed in Regimental Orders. He was 
told by the man.from.whom he took 
over the duties that if he wanted 
any cleaning kit or money, he would 
have to get them from the P.R.I. 
oifice, 

After four months, he remember- 
ed making a report to Capt. Reid. 
The reason why he did not do so 
earlier was because that every time 
he went to the P.R.I. office, he saw 
other men there’ waiting -to get 
their pay for extra duties perfomed. 
He thought that he would have to 
wait the same as the rest of them. 
He had not ntentioned the matter to 
iis company’s officer, or warrant or 
non--ommissioned officers. 

A Billiard Marker 

Cpl. E. T. Oxenham said that 
from August 29, 1927 until: March 
4, 1928, he was billiard marker in 
the Men’s Recreation room at 
Murray Barracks. He thought that 
he was to get paid for the work, but 
he could not say that he was sure 
about it. However, he had never 
received any payment. He was de- 
tailed to do, the work by the Regi- 
mental Sergeant Major. -A month 
after he took over the duty, he ask- 
ed L/Cpl. Greave—his predecessor 
—as'to payment, and was informed 
that he was entitled to $5 a month. 

Cross-examined by Major Miles, 
witness said that he had not at any 
time told any officer that he had not 
been paid. 


Major Miles: “Did you tell any 


‘| warrant or non-commissioped offi- 


cer?—I told Cpl. Hendry.

TAIYUAN 
BIG GROUPS MEET 


ENDEAVOURING-TO ARRIVE AT 
UNDERSTANDING 


MANCHURIA TO BE NEUTRAL 


“Peking, To-day. 

Peace in North Ching, especially 
in Honan, Shensi and Kansu pro- 
vinces where the people have al- 
ready suffered immensely because 
of famine was,the main topic of dis- 
cussion at a conference between 
leaders of Nanking, . Kuominchun 
and Shansi groups, held last week- 
end at Taiyuan, the capital of Shan- 
sl. . 

Ting Chun-ko, one of Feng Yu- 
hsiang’s representatives, declared 
at the conference that Feng is in 
favour, of peace; while Yen Hsi- 
shan’s colleagues, who were pre- 
sent at the conference, delivered 
touching speeches, claiming that 
the people of the three famine- 
stricken provinces, as well as other 
provinces, could not bear the bur- 
den of another civil war. 


Yen’s Loyalty 


Answering questions from the re- 
presentatives of the Nanking group, 
General Yen Hsi-shan repeated his 
previous declaration that he must 
support the Central Government at 
any cost. : 
“ As a result of the conference, 
Yen Hsi-shan has written to Feng 
Yu-hsiang advising him to keep his 
previous declaration of retirement 
in order to avoid civil war which 


is bound to occur if he will still 
cling to his office —Nan Chung Kuo 
News Service. 
Complicated Relations - 
Shanghai, Yesterday. . 


The leaders in Manchuria, in- 
cluding Chang Hsueh-liang (head 
of the Government), Chang Tso- 
hsiang and Wan Fuclin, will hold 
a, special. conference to-morrow to 
discuss a number ‘of important re-. 
solutions in connection with the 
present crisis in China Proper. 

In view of the complicated_rela- 


‘tions ‘between the quarrelling mili- 


tary groups in China Proper, Gen- 
eral Chang Hsueh-liang-is said to 
favour a neutral stand for the 
time being, although it is his in- 
tention to support the ,Central 
Government at Nanking. 
Sharp Lookout 

He has suggested that no Feng- 
tien troops be despatched inside 
the Great Wall at present, in order 
that misunderstanding with Gen- 
eral Yen Hsi-shan be avoided. 

Meantime Chang Hsueh-liang is 
keeping a sharp look out for the 
activities of Communists in Man- 
churia and taking précaution 
against any possible uprising 
or re-action in consequence 
of the recent raid by the 
Police on the Russian Consulate- 
General at Harbin—Nan Chung 
Kuo News Service. 

Manchuria & Russia 
Shanghai, To-day, 

A spokesman of the Foreign Minis- 
try at Nanking, when _ inter- 
viewed, said that the Centra! Gov- 
ernment has not decided on a de- 
finite policy regarding Sino-Russian 
relations, but the breaking-off of 
diplomatic relations with Russia 
seemed inevitable. This, it was be- 
lieved, will be advantageous to 
China. ' 

The spokesman added that after 
diplomatic relations with Russia are 
discontinued, commercial relations 
can be maintained through some 
other channels, whcih cannot 
possibly become Russian Commiun- 
ists’ propaganda agencies.—Nan 
Chung Kuo News Service. y

COMMON COLD . 

-, PEOPLE WHO: 10. ARE AFRAID 

OF DRAUGHTS - 
CAUSE OF INFECTION 

‘A Meiical Correspondent of the 
“Straits Times” writes:— 

There is perhaps no- illness 
which is more simple in its patho- 
logy, less complicated in its bac- 
teriology, but more difficult to treat 
successfully than a-common cold. 
One of the most. brilliant graduates 
of his ‘year, the gold miedalist and 
an honours man in every subject. 
waited behind after the graduation 
ceremony to ask his professor, what 
qwas the best, treatment for a cold. 
The oldman smiled, and after pat- 
ting him gently on the back, whis- 

pered into his ear, “Wait and: see!” 

There are several very effective 
methods of avoiding a cold, by 
eliminating the poison before it 
has time to become concentrated. 
through the sweat glands of the 
skin. A celebrated physician was 
recently found nursing his cold in 
the head with black currant tea! 
The organisms usually responsible 
for the common cold in the head 
are of the same variety as those 
normally found quite harmless ° in 
the mucous lining of the. nose, and 
the adjacent cavities. The in- 
fluenza germ is of a different kind 
and is what may be termed.a for- 
eign invader. There is, however, 
a big ysychological side to the 
phenomenon of catching cold, and 
the people who are most likely to 
catch cold are those who coddle 
themselves and cover their bodies 
with thick clothing and refuse to 
open awindow in case they feel a 
draughl. Unfortunately for the 
prevention of colds, convention and 
common decency demand that we 
must be covered by clothing which 
confines a Jayer of moisture. and 
dust particles next to our skin. 
This layer of moisture is probably 
one of the most important factors 
in the etiology of the common cold. 
And the more clothing we wear the 
more condensed is the humidity of 
this atmosphere around our bodies. 
On the other hand, tropical cloth- 
ing in an‘aretic or antarctic region 
would .be equally foolish, and yet 
jhow few people consider their 
wardrobe from a health point of. 
view. 

Human Temperature 

The average healthy person has 
a mouth temperature of about 98.4 
degrees~ Fahrenheit though the 
actual or trué temperature of the 
blood may be a little higher. If 
we take the temperature of an 
Eskimo in an icy cold climate we 
find it to be almost exactly’ the 
same ts that of a healthy, perspir- 
ing ative in Central Africa. 
Among the many mechanisms which 
help to form our brain, is one 
which regulates temperature, and 
under its control is a branch of

the nervous system which automa- 
tically contracts or expands the 
arteri¢s in the skin as occasion may 
reqtiir. But local application of 
heat or cold, as for example a hot 
poultice or an ice-bag, will also 
cause expansion or contraction of 
the smal] arteries in the Skin, and 
if we habitually keep a layer of 
humid vapour next our skin, it con- 
tinually interferes with the very 
sensitive controlling mechanism 
which regulates our temperature, 
This helps to throw some light on

to colds and fevers. 

But why are colds infectious? 
This is chiefly due to what is 
known as “droplet” infection. When 
an infected patient coughs or

mon cold, there. are other bronchial 
ailments which can be carried in 
this way, such as tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, and influenza. At one 
time it was thought that these 
could also be disseminated through 
spitting, but the action of direct 
sunlight has an antagonistic effect 
against most bacteria, and although 
spitting may spread bacteria in the 
droplet fashion, it is doubtful if it 
is otherwise more than a disgust- 
ing vulgarity. 

The Most Infectious Period 

The - most ,infectious period of a 
cold is at its commencement, and 
experiments have been made to 
demonstrate that after the primary 
stage has passed and the cold has 
well developed: it cannot then be 
transmitied to other, people. It is 
diffiealt (to: accept such results 
without further amplification, for a 


.{ person may be able to go’ through. 


a whole epidemic ‘of ‘colds or. in- 
fluenza and then at another time, 
when resistance is lessened, may 
suffer badly, and.alone. There is 
no doubt, however, that one very 
important way in which not only“ 
colds, but also ‘some of the fevers 
Kke scarlet: fever, may be spread 
is by fomicies, such. ,as clothing, 
handkerchiefs,--and bedding. It 
has also been; Shown ‘that tuber- 
‘culotis' ean be “carried: in this| way. 
It vas’ been suggested: that . in 
epidemics ‘of colds and. influenza, 
linen or.cotton handkerchiefs.sheuld 
be teplaced by the Japanece. paper 
variety . which . should. be burned 
after use, If handkerchiefs : are ssi 
in ti€ tropics, ..on sue!

Trench Warfare Phenomenon 

Exposure to cold is-probably not 
a factor which causes the common 
coryza. During the War, while 
the soldiers were almost continually 
up to their waists in mud, whilé 
trench. feet and trench feyer were 
very common, the ordinary cold 
was rare. It was suggested that 
most of the men developed a kind 
of waterproof layer in their skin, 
but this was not definitely proved. 
Sufferers from lung trouble exposed 
to ‘an open air treatment among the 
bitterly cold Alps, often thrive very 
well on such “treatment. A 
scientist recently made some inter- 
esting, but at the same time rather 
amusing experiments on himself, in 
order to demonstrate and prove to 
his own satisfaction that exposun 
jo cold, was not a predisposing 
factor. This gentleman, after a 
hot bath, stood unclad in a draught 
for an hour, and later stood for half 
an hour in a wet ‘shirt in a colder 
draught without catching a cold. 
One finds it difficult to consider 
these as valuable experiments in the 
cause of science, as the same experi- 
ments are being unintentionally 
performed in the tropics almost 
every day, and with precisely the 
game results. But there are times 
when for no apparent reason the 
sequel to these experiments points 
in the opposite direction and a very 
bad cold results, 

There are several “varieties of the 
common cold, which can be caused 
by many different and divergent 
methods. Inhaling an unfamiliar 
type of amoke may produce sufficient 
local catarrh to-cause a cold. Drink- 
ing an excess of iced drinks on a hot 
day and so giving a shock to the 
heat-controlling mechanism, or be- 
ing “run down” and in contact with 
an eatly case of infection may all 
result in the common cold. To 
avoid a cold, eat'plenty of plain 
food, but don’t overeat. Don’t 
drink too much. Avoid early. 
contacts if possible, and if there is 
an epidemic about, avoid crowds 
of any kind. Take plenty of exer- 
cise, but not enough to drench you 
with perspiration. Conform to the 
demands of common decency, but 
only ‘wear sufficient clothes to keep 
you ‘comfortably cool.

ADMIRALTY STAFF 


FURTHER REDUCTIONS 
URGED, 


Committee on Estimates urges fur- 
ther reductions’ of the staff at the 
Admiralty, Since 1927 the numbers - 
of the staff have been reduced from 
8,011 to 2,873, and an annual saving of 
£36,337 effected, but the committee re- 
conmend -that further changes should 
be made. - 

“fn 1927 the Select - Committee on 
Estimates made certain recommenda- 
tions, but reserved any general recom~ 
mendations in view of the fact that a 
}| Committee of the Board of Admiralty 
had just been appointed to review the 
whole question. Sir Oswyn Murray, 
Permanent Secretary to the Admiralty, 
had informed the Committee that the 
Board Committee had not yet completed 
their investigation. They had . dealt 
with the naval staff and the Lechnica! 
departments, and. were engaged on the 
examination of the supply departments. 

“So far,” states the report, “a re- 
duction in numbers from 3,011 in 1927 
to 2873 in 1929 has been effected, with 
{{an annual saving to Vote 12 of £36,337, 
As might be expected from the fact 
that the average savings per post is 
only £263 per annum, they lie very 
largely in the subordinate 
Their net distribution is as follows:— 
Captains, R.N., 4; commanders and 
other naval ranks, 7; civilian technical 
officers, 8; directing and higher cleri.' | 
cal officers, 9; clerks, 51; drawing 
office staff, 41; typist, 4; messengers 
and cleaners, 14—138.. Of 
civilian posts reduced on. balance only 
cight carry scales rising to £500 per- 
_annm bonus.” 

Most Important Changes 

The most important changes were in 
the naval staff. As recommended by 
‘the Committee, the Trade Division had 
been absorbed in the Plans Division, : 
and there were now six divisions as‘ 
compared with seven divisions and two: 
sections formerly. The staff was re- 
duced by six officers and nine civilians, 
while _ three-employed retired officers ° 
had beer ‘added. . In addition, the com: : 
mittee were informed that the Assist- 
ant Chief of Naval Staff would no, 
longer be a member of the Board of 
Admiralty, though his post and that of 
his Paymaster Secretary were retained

HOT MEALS ON AN AIRSHIP

water-heating installation, which has 
just been completed by Messrs, The 
Automatic Telephone Manufacturing 
Company, Limited, Strowger ‘Works, 
Liverpool, to the order of the Air 
Ministry for use on the airship R101, 
now being completed at Cardington. 
The equipment, which is construckd 
largely of -Duralumin, in order to 
reduce ‘thé weight; is capable of cook- 
ing food for 100 persons, and som- 
prises five separate items: @ cooking 
range with an oven and four boiling 
plates, an vegetable steamer, a hot 
cupboard, a hot-water storage tank 
with immersion heaters, and an ¢lec- 
trically-heated urn. Owing to_ the 
proximity of hydrogen, all the heat- 
Ing elements are operated at a low- 
current density, so that their tem- 
perature, is below that necessary to 
ignite any. escaping gas; the control 
switches are also located in flame- 
Proof enclosures for we same rea- 
son.

The poison is in the tail of the 
statement.. If our friends are 
woefully lacking in the fundamen- 
tals of the English !anguage, they 
should be au fait with the require- 
ments of journalism: We hold no 
brief for—Chiang Kai-shek.’

TUBERCULOSIS. 
7 DISCOVERY OF A “FATTY” 
ACID - : 


‘RESULT OF RESEARCH 


; Washington, June 1. 

~ Discovery of a “fatty” acid which 
may have far-reaching effect ,in 
scieng’s search for a tuberculosis 
cure..was reported recently to..the 
National Academy of Sciences. 

.The acid, ‘a chemical substance 
which is almost a solid at certain 
temperatures, induces the growth of 
tubercles when injected .into normal 
animal. .It may be the root of 
tuberculosis anda study of. its 
formation in human cells. and: its 
activity may provide a. new. angle 
of attack against the disease. 

-The finding is the result of re- 
search in ‘Rockefeller Institute by 
Dr. Florence R. Sabin, ‘only woman 
member of the academy, Dr, C.-A. 
Doan, and Dr. C. F. Forker. It 
was described as one - of the most 
significant. results of the extensive 
study of the disease undertaken by 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
thon. 7 ew . 

The work centres around the hope 
that a means of ‘curing the disease 
may be found by studying the che: 
mistry of ithe bacillus which acts 
as a parasite of one of. the cells of 
the body. 

One part of the study is to tear 
apart the component elements of. 
the cell: another is to produce these 
fractions in Jarge quantities; and 
the third is. to show the effect of 
each in influencing the growth of 
the tubercle bacillus. F 

The chemical work in connection 
with the co-operative study ‘is being 
done in sterling Laboratory, Yale 
University, by Pro. T. B. Johnson 
and Dr. R. J. Anderson. 

They have investigated the chemi- 
cal substances making up the cells. 
These have been separated and 
methods-developed to produce them 
in large quantities so that each may 
be studied by itself. 

The work of Dr. Sabin and her 
co-workers’ has been to find the 
effect of the separated substances. 
One, the hitherto unknown “fatty” 
acid, is of such power that doses .in- 
troduced into the tissues of a rabbit 
easily .produce reactions similar to 
tuberculosis. 
~The newly found acid. has the 
power of causing rapid multiplica- 
tion of one strain of blood and 
tissue cells in the body to the ex- 
clusion of all the other cells of which 
the body is made up. 

._ If it is found to ibe the only sub- 
stance that’ will cause tubercles to 
grow, further research wil be car- 
ried on to combat-its effect to bring 
a: solution to the cure: of the dread 
aac : ° 

“It ‘was pointed out in.. the: dis- 
cussion that the discovery was of 
‘the study’ of ‘eancer and other 
tumours, as in these severe diseases 
some substance acts which makes 
one cell grow at the expense of the 
other cells of the body.

1, Malaria. in its restricted 
sense means a disease of humans 
caused by a microscopic organism 
which invades thé corpuscles of 
the blood, fecding on them, des- 
troying them and excreting noisons 
which cause fever. 

2, Malaria in its fullest sense 
inclides all the factors immediate 
and remote which have an effect 

on’ the growth and disseminalion 
of the. malaria parasite.

History

For centuries the disease has 
been known to he in some way 
coniected with swamps and that 
peole who live near swamps, ¢s- 
pecially those who spend the 
night in the  vieinity,” 
ticularly liable to contract the dis- 
ease.

~ and diseases were often -attribut- 
ed to the inhalation of “poisonous.

Tt was noticed that, mists form- 
ed over swamps during the night 
and that these mists had a chill- 
ing effect on the body. What was 
more natural than to attribute the 
shivering attack of malaria to this 
mist or bad air, the malaria of the 
swamp. 

Laveran, .a French . surgeon, 
while examining the blood of 
smalarian patients under the micro- 
scoye-noticed «moving bodies . in 
some of the red corpuscles.

Ross's Proof 
Konald Ross had 
theory. He worked it out and 
proved that malaria is carried 
trom man to man by a certain 
species of mosquitoes belonging to

ed that the anopheline is not a 
mere mechanical tool. like a vac- 
cinution lancet, that it does not 
infect one human with the infect- 
ed blood of another, but that’ the 
parasite aztually invades the tis- 
sues of the insect and causes a 
gencral infection. When the 
saliva becomes. infective which it 
does after an interval of 10 days, 
then and then only, is the mos- 
quito capable of passing on the 
infection to another human. 
Malaria may now be defined as 
a disease of man and of certain 
spzcies of anophelines caused by 
a micro-organism (the malaria 
parasite) which passes from mos- 
quito to man and from man to

The police gobble up 
the parasites and dispose of them. 


Cause of Relapses 

It is by the provision of anti- 
toxins, opsonins, . and leucocytes 
that the body resist any disease. 
The factories ‘work letter when 
the body is maintained at a high 
tone and that is the reason why 
malaria relapses occur when the 
constitution is lowered by chills 
or other untoward influences, 

But neither the anti-toxins, the 
opsonins nor the police can touch 
anything protected by the  cor- 
puscular skin. And it is the 
periodic bursting of the corpuscles 
and the liberation of. the. succes- 
sive doses of poisons which causes 
the intermittent rises of tempera- 
ture which are so characteristic 
of malaria.

Host-for the Parasite 


lt is here that the mosquito 
comes into the field as a host for 
the parasite. 

Not all mosquitoes ean act as 
hosts for. the sexual forms, the 
stomach juices of the vast major- 
ity are too strong and the para- 
sites are killed. The stomach 
juices of any mosquito will kill 
the sexual forms, But the gastric 
juices of some species 97 anophe- 
lines instead of killing the sexual 
forms stimulate them to action. 
The male throws out certain whip- 
like processes which break off, 
swim to a female and become ab- 
sorbed in it. : 

The impregnated female now 
becomes elongated and its an- 
terior end pointed. ‘It bores its 
way into the mosquito's stomach 
wall where it stays and undergoes 
development. it forms a ball. 
Inside the ball little round prick- 
ly bodies like chestnut burrs form, 
The prickles which are the young 
parasites’ leave the burr and fill 
up the bal. The ball or tumour 
bursts, the prickles. escape into. 
the tissues of the insect. and..are 
distributed all over its body by 
its blood stream. . 

Some.enter the salivary glands 
and find their way into the saliva. 

Injection of Saliva: 

When a mosquito. ites it in- 
jects saliva:to-make the‘ blood run’ 
better. It is this: saliva - which 
causes the irritation which -most 
of us have experienced.

POPE MAY LEAVE VATICAN 
THIS WEEK 


A ROYAL AL VISIT? 
Rome, May Bl. 

[Pope Pius XI already has signed 
a copy of the Lateran accord re-, 
solving the differences between the 
Vatican and the Quirinal, says the 
newspaper “Popolo d'Halia” to-day. 
The copy signed by the Pontiff is 
destined for the files of the Halian 
government, It is announced that 
exchanges of ratifications “between 
the Vatican and Premier’ Benito 
Mussolini are imminent. 

The: newspaper asserts that 
eredentials for Cardinal | Gasparri, 
Papal secretary of state, authoris- 
ing him to guide the exchange of 
ratifications have been prepared in 
anticipation of the ceremony.. - 

It now sppears that ‘plans . for 
the Pope to leave the Vatican on 
June 6 have been abandoned. It 
ig likely that thé’ Holy Father will 
decide to leave the Vatican for the 
first time on June 16 when the 
beatifieation of Father de la Beire 
occurs at St. Peter's church. 

Reports also were current to-day 
that King Victor Emmanuel of Italy 
and his Queen soon will pay a visit 
to the Tope. It will be the first 
such visit sincé 1871 when the

TAMMANY HALL 


ITS LEADER AND THE “SPOILS” 
. SYSTEM 


DOOM OF REFORM 
New York, April 24,° 

New York’s “Tammany 
after. its vain venture into national 
polities to secure the Presidency for 
Mr. “Al” Smith, is back again in 
its old lair, determined to confine 
its attentions to City affairs. 

This decision is indicated by the 
election of Mr. John F, Curry to 
succeed Mr. George W. Olvany as 
leader of the Tammany organisa- 
tion. The’ choice marks. a victory 
for the old school of Tammany exe- 
cutives, who wanted a leader drawn 
from their own ranks instead of im- 
ported, as in the case of Mr. Olvany, 
to give Tammany a-gentler appear- 
ance in the eyes of the country. 

* Mr. Curry’s selection ends the era 
of silk hats at Tammany Hall and 
concludes the attempt of Mr. Smith’ 
and -his nominee to reform the or- 
ganisation from. within by ereating 
what ‘became popularly known as 
the “new Tammany.” . A inveter- 
ate office-holder himself, Mr. Curry 
ig = firm believer in the so-called 
“spoils” system, his prestige in his 
own district, West Side, Manhattan, 
coming from untiring efforts to find 
jobs for hénchmen; he is a benevol- 
ent dictator and has relieved need 
and distress in his district. 

Blow te Mr. Smith 

Mr. Curry, like Charles F. Mur- 
phy, a leader of the old-school 
type who preceded Mr. Olvany, is 
a native of Ireland. Born in County 
Fermanagh, he was brought at six 
years of age to New York by his 
father Michael, a cattle dealer, and 
he was a messenger boy and a fele- 
graph operator before‘he turned to 
civic politics. Though leader of a 
“Wet” organisation, he is virtually 
“ary”. 

With his appointment the rift is 
widened between Mr. Smith and 
Mayor Walker, whose re-nomination 
Mr. Curry warmly supported. And, 
of course, the new choice is a blow 
to Mr. Smith.

THE “W.T3” 


WINDING YOUR OWN 
. COILS 


-A umber, of radio enthusiasts 
are asking for particulars of the 
windings of the special coils used 
in the °W.T.3." © Four formers 
will be required, the two inside 
formers being 2 inches in diameter 
and about .2%4 inches’ long,. and. the 
former 2% inches in 
diameter, and the same _ length: 
Paxolin, ebonite, or dry cardboard 
will be satistactory. 

- ° The Aerial Coil 

Pierce two ‘small holes at a dis- 
‘tance of about %4 an inch from the 
top and after threading the end of 
the wire, wind on ‘75 turns of 36 
D.S.C. wire in an anti-clockwise 
direction. The‘end of the winding 
ia fixed in a similar way, and several 
inches should be left over at each 
end for connecting purposes. The 
inner former is then wound with 
135 turns of 40 D.S.C. wire in an 
opposite direction to that of the 
outer former, . the. beginning and 
end of the winding being fixed on 
the coil in a similar manner to the 
outside coil. Three holey should 
be drilled at one end’ of the formers 
for the reception of six B.A. bolts 
and nuts, so that the formers can 
be rigidly fixed. The start of the 
outer winding should be connected 
to the start of the inner winding, 
and this connection goes to one 
side of the D.P.D.T. switch. 
The finish = of the . outer 
winding goes to the opposite side of 
the switch, and from thence to the 
earth connection. The finish of 
the inner winding goes to the mov- 
ing arm of the switch opposite the 


‘last connection, and the other arm 


of the switch goes to the 
grid of the H.F. valve. . The 
end nf this winding is also  con- 
nected to one side of the switch 
leaving the opposite side blank. 
With the switch in the left-hand 
position it will be seen that the 
windings are in parallel and in 
opposition, so_ this position gives 
an astatic coil suitable. for the 
broadeast ‘band. By moving the 
switch to the right the windings are 
placed in series and are suitable 
for the long waves. _

RADIO AND WIRES. 
A COMMENT “WAR FOR 
LIFE” 

New York; May, 12. 

The “Evening Post’ said recently 
that under cover thera is going on 
in the communications business the 
greatest battle of all-time. Radio 
and the wires are locked in a life 
and death struggle for supremacy. 

“The -Post’ based its story 
in part .on: a meeting  call- 
ed by the United — States 
Independent. Telephone Associa- 
tion, which represents about 
8,000 indepexdent ‘companies, or 
about 25 per cent. of the country’s 
telephone system, which-had for its 
main purpose a discussion with Bell 
Telephone officials on the question of 
patents, Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories, Inc., does the research work 
for American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. 

The Independent Telephone men, 


‘ however, were also anxious to learn 


what to expect in competition from 
the recently formed RCA Com- 
munications Inc. a subsidiary of 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
which has announced a merger plan 
with the International Telephone 
and. Telegraph Company if the law 
permits, 

Most observers. say, the “Post” 
added, there can be only one end to 
the struggle, and that is “a 
marriage of radio and the. wired 
system.” Such-a union has already 
taken place in England and will 
soon occur in Italy and. France, al- 
though in the United States the 
laws stand against such a union. 

The present situation, the news- 
paper said was--precipitated by the 
aggressive attempts of the radio 
Corporation, headed by General 
James Harboard, to shake itself 
free of its competitors and establish 
its own land system—the RCA 
Communications, Inc.;.a merger of 
RCA Communications -with Inter- 
nationa! Telephone and Tele- 
graph Corporation, would indirectly 
affect Postal Telegraph and Cable 
Company, which is controlled -by 
¥. L. and T. and which is the chief 
rival of the Western United Tele- 
graph Company. — “Associated 
Press.”

The Hague, Yesterday.
